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BASIS FOR REJECTIONS 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless ~ 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or 
on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 



The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 



OBJECTION TO DRAWINGS 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the combination of the thinner rolling 
embodiment operation in conjunction with the bending of the metal in a predetermined radius 
must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
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drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will 
be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

REJECTION OF CLAIMS ON FORMAL MATTERS 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner 
and process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to 
enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly 
connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by 
the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 4 and 7-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as containing subject 
matter which was. not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. Failure to provide clear details on first rolling thinner of the 
raised edges either against the bottom or top thereof and than adjusting the roll against the metal 
to bend the metal renders the disclosure and drawings insufficient. In this regard, the disclosure 
does not provide sufficient description of how the combination of the thinner rolling embodiment 
operates in conjunction with the bending of the metal in a predetermined radius. Therefore, with 
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respect to this combination feature, the disclosure is found lacking for a clear understanding of 
the invention as required by the statute. The claims have been examined as best understood. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 4 and 7-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 

for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 

regards as the invention. The process and apparatus where the raised edges are rolled thinner 

"either against the bottom or top thereof is unclear. Bottom or top to what? 

REJECTION OF CLAIMS OVER PRIOR ART 

Claims 1-3, 5 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Davi 
(5,187,959). See Figure 1 where the three-point sensor 35 can comprise a contactless means. 
See column 3, lines 50-60, where the sensor can be a laser. The sensed condition of the bent 
sheet material 15 is transmitted to the CPU 26, which determines the actual bend and desired 
bend and corrects the position of the bending rolls to provide the correct bend in the sheet 
material. With reference to claims 3 and 6, it is clearly inherent that the coprocessor 27 and CPU 
26 perform the calculation of values rather than a real value to ascertain the correct diameter, 
radius or curved imparted to the material. In this regard, see Davi's description at column 8 
under the heading "CONTROLLED AUTOMATIC CONSTRUCTION FO THE PROGRAM", 
where the calculations of the diameter of the material are on the basis of the calculation principle 
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of the chord of a circumference (column 8, lines 30 and 31). Accordingly, the calculations as 
defined by claims 3 and 6 are met by Davi. 

Claims 4 and 7-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Buckwalter (3,339,392) in view of Davi (5,187,959). Buckwalter shows that material 1 can be 
bent using a technique of thinning raised edges of the sheet material 1 . Further, a bending 
operation is provided by roller 71 by assisting the guiding of the bent material. A contactless 
sensor is not used to sense the correct bend in the sheet material, however, this is well known in 
the art as evidenced by Davi at 35. Therefore, it would have been obvious to the skilled artisan 
at the time of the invention to have modified Buckwalter' s process by using a sensing feature as 
taught by Davi so as to properly shape the bend in the sheet material as the bending progresses.
